'Banana Split 1 Pie Recipe
A new pie recipe Is always a welcome addition to the 

file of any housewife, especially when the male contingent 
in the family consists of two hungry sons and a husband.

In today's favorite recipe column, Mrs. Howard Alter­ 
matt contributes her "Banana Split" pie recipe, which Is 
a popular favorite with her family.

The Altermatts, who live at 1323 Hickory Av«., have 
two sons, Dale, 5, Who enters Fern-Greenwood school in 
the fall, and Bobby who will be three in October. They 
first came to Torrance in 1951 from Hawthorne where thi-y 
had resided for four years. For the past seven years, Mr. 
Altermatt has worked for North American Aviation. In 
December 1952, the family moved to Perrin Air Force Base 
in Texas and then to Scott AFB in Illinois, returning home 
in 1956. Mr. Altermatt is presently at the Downey plant 
in the Missile Division.

Mrs. Altermatt is an active member of the Torrance 
Junior Woman's' club. Her hobbies, other than providing 
wholesome meals for an active family, include, gardening, 
art and golf.

Her recipe follows:
BANANA spur PIE

8 inch baked pie shell
.V4 cup butter or margarine
1V4 c. sifted confectioners' sugar
2 eggs
1 tsp. vanilla «>
3 medium sized bananas
1 tbsp. lenion juice
1 sq. or 1 oz. grated Baker's chocolate
1/4 c. chopped walnuts
Beat butter or margarine until creamy. Add confec­ 

tioners' sugar gradually until light and fluffy. Add 2 eggs, 
beating 3 min. after each addition with an electric mixer 
at medium speed. Blend in vanilla. Peel and slice two 
bananas crosswise. Sprinkle with lemon juice. Fold choc­ 
olate and bananas into sugar mixture. Turn into cool, 
baked pie shell. Sprinkle with walnuts and chill 2 to 3 
hours. Just before serving, peel and slice third banana 
and arrange on top.
